The conductive member and 
the plating layer are prevented from projecting from the surface opposite to the surface 
on which the electric wiring is formed. A soldering paste applied on an electric wiring of 
a mount board is connected to the conductive member by soaking up part of the 
soldering paste into the opening in claims 1 and 12.
